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A STRAW DANGER. 


The machine politicians argue that 
a change of our systems of appointment 
so that fitness should be considered a 
qualification and not a slavish adher- 
ence to some boss, would breed an 
office holding aristocracy. E. L. God- 
kin, editor of the Nation, maintains 
with great force the argument in the 
une Century that “Civil Service Re- 
form” would not give rise in this 
country to an offfte-holding aristoc- 
racy, and partly for these reasons: 

If the English and German ofiicials 
were all appointed and held office 
under the spoils system, and had their 
cheads cut off” every time there was a 

_change in the ministry, or a new man 
got the King’s ear, there is every rea- 
son for believing that they would be 

much more insolent or overbearing 
than they are now, as they would share 
in the excitement of the political strife 
and in the pride of victory, and in the 
contempt for the vanquished which 
form so marked a feature in official li*e 
here. They would all, too, fall p- 
idly into the habit, which is so .‘rong 
among our office-holders, of triating 
non-official criticism of their manner 
of performing their duties as simply a 
weapon in the hands of some one who 
wants their places, and not as a help 
toward the improvement of the public 
service. 

In the United States, on the other 
hand, not only are the traditions of 
the Government democratic, but the 

social organization is democratic. 
What is of still more importance for 
our present purpose, the popular view 
of the social value of different callings 
is thoroughly democratic. There is 
littie or no dignity attached to any 
profession or occupation. As there is 
ha dly anything honest which a man 
may not do for hire without damage 
to his social position, so there is hard- 
ly anytbing he can do for hire which 
will raise the value of his social posi- 
tion. Ia every country in the world 
the office holder, like everybody else, 
bases his own opinion of himself and 
his office on the opinion of them en- 
tertained by the public. He thinks 
highly of them because his neighbors 
do. The Prussian or English eivil or 
military officer bristles with the price 
of station, largely because the public 
considers his station something to be 
proud of. So, also, in America, the 
office-holder does not bristle with 
pride of station, because nobody 
thinks his station anything to : 
proud of. He is not kept humb > 
by the insecurity of his ten but 
by the absence of popular reverence 
for his place. The custom-house or 
post-office as a matter of fact knows 
very well that nobody thinks any more 
of his place than it thinks of the place 
of a bank clerk ur commerial traveler. 
One of the very odd things in the pop- 
ular dread of an office-holding aristoc- 
racy is that it rises cut of the belief that 
an aristocracy can build itself up on 
self-esteem simply. But no aristoe- 
racy has ever been formed in any such 

It grows upon popular admis- 
sion o iperiority, and not simply 
on its own estiniate_of itself. The at- 
tempts which have been occasionally 
made to create an aristocracy in new 
countries, or in countries in which thé 
respect for station has died out, have

Our Water Power. 
Another enterprising Renoite is 
preparing to utilize the splendid water 
power now running to waste in the 


Truckee. S8. C. Fogus has been at 
work for some time Upon a wing dam, 
commencing opposite the lower end of 
Chinatown * extending up the river 
nearly to the gas works. This dam 
will divert a stream of water into a 
flame now being constructed. The 
flume is about 10 feet wide, three feet 
deep and nearly a quarter of a mile 
long. A force of carpenters have been 
at work on it during the past week 
and itis aboutcompleted. The power 
thus obtained will run the machinery 
of the Fogus’ grist mill. When this 
flume is completed, there will be three 
manufacturies in Reno run by power 
furnished by the Truckee: Frazier’s 
foundry, the Lake Mills and the one 
just mentioned, They are the first of 
a hundred that will some day stand on 
the river banks below town.
